The passage before us is an 
interesting one, and remarkable 
in that it sets forth in striking 
fashion the difference between 
reformation and regeneration. In 
reformation a man is left empty, 
and there is room for the return 
of many evil spirits. In regenera- 
tion the Holy Spirit takes up His 
abode within the believer and 
abides with him; hence there is 
no room for the evil spirit A 
visiting pastor, in speaking to our 
Men's Bible Class, was enlarging 
upon the plight of the prodigal 
son. He portrayed him as a young

man of today facing life as we 
know and understand it. He said 
that when his money was gone he 


probably pawned his coat first, 
then his vest, next his shirt and 
even his undershirt—and then he 
came to himself. Of course we 
may laugh about that, but the 
truth still remains, Many times 
we never fully realize our own 


need nor realize that a little fix- 
ing up here and there will never 
satisfy God nor solve our own 
problem. In due course of time 
we are likely to find ourselves in 
a worse condition than before. 

In dealing with this theme I 
fully realize there is only one 
Devil known to Scripture. He was 
not created the Oevil but became 
such when pride filled his heart 
and he was cast down under the 
judgment hand of God. There are 
many demons in the passage before 
us who are called evil spirits. 

Sometimes people ask me why 
it is that God does not kill the 
Devil. Since Satan is the instigator 
of so much of the world’s sin and 
trouble, it looks to them as though 


God should go at once to the 
source and deal with this terrible} 
monster. This is exactly what the | 


Word of God declares God is going 
to do, but it will be accomplished 
in His own time and according to 
His plan and not ours. When 
Jesus comes, Satan is to be bound

An empty soul can never be 
eontent nor satisfied. I recall a 
statement by Augustine who 
wrote, “O God, Thou hast formed 
ws for Thyself, and our souls can 
know no rest until they rest in 
Yhee.” No man can truly live 
eutside the home God intends that 
he shaH have. This home is God 
Himself. I am reminded of the 
story of a little three year old 
girl who was insatiably fond of 
stories. When there was no one 
to tell them to her, she made them 
wp herself. The invariable ending 
ef these stories was, “Ang him 
went home to him’s muvver.”’ 
Bears, lions tigers, even elephants 
amd crocodiles passed through the 
most agitating and unusual ad- 
ventures, but in the end she got 
them all home to mother, That 
was an astonishing bit of wisdom 
for a ttle three year old. Surely 
the signs are thickening fast these 
days until the whole world, disap- 
pointed with its grand policies and 
enfeebled with its philosophies, is 
Beginning to think» that perhaps 
“there is no place like home.” It 
may be a blow to one’s pride, but 
the greatest philosophy of life has 
long since been stated, “When he 
eame to himself, he said... I 
will arise ang go to my father.” 

K is not my purpose to give an 
emposition of the pasage I have 
ehosen as my text, but rather to 
make an application in relation to 
the seven evil spirits mentioned 
therein. There are seven attitudes 
taken by men which fairly para- 
lywze their spiritual welfare and 
jeopardize their soul's’ eternal 
galvation, The first te which I 
eall your attention ig the evil spirit 


Self-Righteousness 

There is No doubt but that this 
is the most common condition 
existing within the human heart. 
Man has ever boasted of his good- 
mess, and like Cain, has brought to 
Gog the kind of an offering which 
he himself felt should be accept- 
able. So long as we indulge in the 
business of comparing ourselves 
with others we will strike a self- 
Fighteous attitude, The faults of 
eur neighbors are so much more 
visible than our own. This being 
the ease, it is easy to believe 
that we surpass them in liv- 
img and in conduct. The self- 
righteous man is the self- 
satisfied man. He is enamoured 
with himself ang pleased with his 
attainments, and imagines that 
God should be also. 

I am sure of this, that no maa 
is a6 good as he can be. The best 
man im town knows full well that 
he eould be a little better than he 
is. With all his pride and boast- 
img, he realizes that there is room 
fer improvement. He knows he 
eam be a little more liberal with 
his money. He knows his thoughts 
@an be a little higher. He is sure 
that he would not want to have 
his imner life exposed, nor many 
ef the thoughts of his mind re- 
vealed. This being true, it must 
be apparent that self-righteousness 
is imadequate and that it lacks 
‘perfection. 

God demands perfection. So far 
as He is concerned there can be 
‘mao room for sin and failure. “Be 
ye therefore perfect, even as your 
Father which is in heaven is per- 
fect” (Matt. 5:48). How could 
language be any plainer than the 
words of the Lord Jesus as ex- 
pressed here? Then again ‘we 
read, “Therefore to him _ that 
knoweth to do good, and doeth it 
not, to him it is sin” (James 4:17). 
Jesug Christ is the true measure 
ef a man. AH that the law de- 
manded and all that God desired, 
He was. If your goodness and 
mine is not the same as that of 
the Saviour, who was the only

perfect man, then we do not 
possess the righteousness that is 
acceptable to God. “All our right- 
eousnesses are as filthy rags; and 
we ali do fade as a leaf; and our 
iniquities, like the wind, have 
taken us away” (Isa. 64:6). God’s 
final verdict about the condition 
of human nature is expressed in 
the words of Rom. 3:12, “They 
are all gone out of the way, they 
are together become unprofitable; 
there is none that doeth good, no. 
not one.” 


True righteousness, and the only 
righteousness that is acceptable 
to God, is that which is supplied 
by Himself through Jesus Christ 
His Son. “But now the righteous- 
ness of Goqg without the law is 
manifested, being witnessed by the 
law and the prophets; even the 
righteousness of God which is by 
faith of Jesus Christ unto all and 
upon all them that believe; for 
there is no difference” (Rom. 3:21- 
22). Self-righteousness is indeed 
a veritable devil—a_ devil. of 
deception. Christ-righteousness is 
our only hope ang salvation. 

Another “little devil” to which 
I want to call your attention is 
the evil spirit of 


Religion 

I am using this term in the 
general way and not in its Scrip- 
tural aspect. From the Bible point 
of view, religion is the outward 
proof of genuine Christ-centered 
salvation. “If any man among 
you seem to be religious, and 
bridleth not his tongue, but de- 
ceiveth his own heart, this man's 
religion is vain. Pure religion and 
undefiled before God and _ the 
Father is this, To visit the father- 
less and widows in their affliction, 
and to keep himself unspotted 
from the world” (James 1:26-27). 

The world is full of religion. In 
fact, man seems to be incurably 


religious. It is quite natural for 
him td worship something’ er 
some one. Every country has its 


religion and America has its re 
ligion, too. There are plenty oi 
our fellow-countrymen who ac- 
knowledge the existence of God 
speak kindly about the Bible and 
show a measure of respect for the 
church. Sometimes they will go 
so far as to use Biblical terms 
and practice certain’ religious 
customs; but im the last analysis 
the Lord Jesus Christ has no 
place in their religious scheme. 
He is left out entirely. 

Christianity is built around 
the Lord Jesus, and there is no 
possible method of approach to 
God except by the divinely ap- 
pointed Mediator. AH religion 1s 
vain apart from faith in the cru- 
cified and risen Som of God. Said 
He, “I am the way, the truth, and 
the life: no man cometh unto the 
Father, but by me” (John 14:6). 
Controversy ceases before such a 
passage, It is Christ or destruc- 
tion. : 

Another common “devil” that 
has plagued the lives of men is

Procrastination 

This “devil” has paved the way 
to hell for multitudes. The deity 
of Jesus Christ is not denied, nor 
is the saving efficacy of His aton- 
ing blood as shed upon Calvary 
denied. The necessity of salva- 
tion is not necessarily question- 
ed. This “evil spirit’ simply 
whispers, “Such things are all 
right but wait until some othe 
time before you accept them.” We 
read of Felix that he “trembled, 
and answered, Go thy way for 
this time; when I have a conven- 
ient season, I will call for thee’ 
(Acts 24:25). He was mightil) 
stirred under the preaching of 
Paul, and he Knew the preacher 
told him the truth; but he pointea 
to the more convenient season, 
which, so far as the divine recor< 
goes, never came for him. 

The Word of God is a continu 
ous record of the foliy of negiec. 
Exhortations abound everywher 
calling for a decision in relation 
to salvation. “Boast not thysellt 
of tomorrow; for tthou knowest 
not what a day may bring forth” 
(Prov. 27:1). “But God said un- 
to him, Thou fool, this night thy 
soul shall be required of thee: 
then whose shall those things be, 
which thou hast provided?”’

wonder why we allow our- 
selves to be plagued by this cor- 
rupt thing when we have such a 
passage as, “The Lord is on my 
side; I will not fear: what can 
man do unto me?” It is “the fear 
ef man that bringeth a snare’ 
(Prov. 29:25) and this snare is 
everlasting hell. This is brought 
out clearly in the last book of the 


Bible where we read, “But the 
fearful . .. shall have their part 
in the lake which burneth with 
fire and brimstone’ (Rev. 21:8). 


Through the years I have been 
conscious many times that the 
very souls with whom I was deal- 
ing were on the verge of decision, 
but the thing that held them back 
was the fear of some one, and 
what that one might say on the 
morrow, The result has been 
that the decision has been post- 
poned’ and in some instances too 
long. Men may well fear the 
forces of nature, and they may 
rightfully fear the power of God, 
but in the last analysis no man 
need have occasion to fear the 
sneers and laughter of sinful men. 
Far better it .is for us to trem- 
ble at the thought of what God 
will say than to worry over what 
some individual might think. God 
give us victory over misdirected 
fears! 

Another evil spirit which often 
enters into the experiences of 
men who are brought face to face 


with their need of God is the mat- 
ber o* 


Pleasure 

So miany are afraid that if they 
accept Jesus Christ and become 
a Christian, they will have to pay 
too great a price. Many a per- 
gon has sold his birthright for a 
mess of pottage. This is true of 
those who spurn the blessed Gos- 
pel because~of the love of pleas- 
ure. A mother told her child to 
have a good time in life, attend 
the movies, dance and participate 
in those things which the world 
had to offer because he would 
live only once. A mother told me 
she was not going to keep her 
ehildren from the movies and thus 
deprive them of one of the inno- 
cent enjoyments of life. There 
never was a bigger lie. 

This devil of pleasure is work- 
ing havoc with the souls of youth. 
They are rapidly becoming “lov- 
ers of pleasures more than lov- 
ers of God.” We pride ourselves 
on our modern civilization and 
the marvelous inventions of the 
hour, but practically every fresh 
invention has led to a fresh moral 
debauch. I preach this message 
to warn every young person 
against the soul-destroying pleas- 
ures this world offers. True hap- 
piness is found in Jesus Christ. 
He alone can give us joy and 
make life worth: living. “In thy 
presence is fulness of joy; at thy 
right hand there are pleasures 
évermore” (Ps. 16:11). 

I would call your attention to 
that “little devil” which we name

Indifference 

We often marvel at the indif- 
ference of men in relation to spir- 
itual matters. We wonder why 
they are indifferent when they 
see death abounding on every

side, and souls being ushered into 
eternity at a greater rate than 
eVer before. 


not indifferent about their health. 


As a rule men are 


If anything goes wrong they-seek 
6ut the physician and ask for his 


remedies. As a rule, they are 


not indifferent about their busi- 
ness interests or their home, but 
how woefully unconcerned they 
are about the claims of God upon 


them! Self-complacency has 
slain its multitudes, 

With the glorious history of 
Christianity behind them, with 


the testimony of transformed lives 
around them, and the thought of 
meeting God looming large before 
them, it is hard to understand 
this matter of indifference... -1 
plead with each one of you to 
stop and think. Many have had 
praying mothers who have taught 
them the way of life, and who 
have set before them a beautiful 
example of Christian living. Stop 
and think what it would mean to 
wake up in a Devil's hell. We 
call upon men to contemplate 
what it would mean to face a 
righteous God with our sins un- 
forgiven, and then to hear Him 
say, “Depart from me, ye cursed.” 
Think what it means to know the 
way and to understand the plan 
of salvation as revealed in our 
Bibles and then to spurn it and 
be indifferent to it. 


The worst “devil” of all is the 
sin of 
Unbelief 
Men little realize the enormity 
of unbelief. It is the one thing 


that opens the door to Hell. It is 
the sin that shuts out Heaven. 
God has placed salvation on a 
faith basis so that it might be 
available to all. It is on a faith 
basis because everything is done 
for man that needs to be done 
in his behalf. It is on a faith 
basis because salvation is a mat- 
ter of choice. “He that believeth 
on the Son hath everlasting life: 
and he that believeth not the Son 
shall not see life; but the wrath 
of God abideth on him” (John 
3:36). 

Our unbelief nullifies the work 
of Calvary, it liar out 
of God, and it is tantamount to 
saying that His promises are not 
so. Men do not go to Hell be- 
cause they are bad. They are 
not there because they are law- 
breakers. They go.to hell because 
they refuse to believe and accept 
what God says about His Son 
and what He has accomplished in 
their behalf. When Jesus hung 
upon the Cross He cried out, “It is 
finished,” but unbelief says that it 
is not so. 

When the late Andrew Mellon 
died, he left his entire estate in a 
will that had only three lines. His 
executors, a son, a daughter and 
an attorney were to bestow the 
entire estate in accordance with 
the verbal arrangements that he 
had made with them before writ- 
ing his will. Thus, it was be- 
lieved a great deal of tax diffi- 
culties could be avoided. Though 
three lines could deal with one of 
the greatest estate ever left by 
man, it will ultimately disinte- 
grate, and with all other elements 
“shall melt with fervent heat,’ 
since “the earth also and the 
works that are therein shall. be 
burned up” (II Peter 3:10). Not 
in three lines, but in three words, 
“It is finished’ (John 19:30), the 
Lord Jesus Christ laid the foun- 
dation of “an inheritance incor- 
ruptible, and undefiled, and that 
fadeth not away” (I Peter 1:4). 
“Believe on the Lord Jesus Christ, 
and thou shalt be saved.” 
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sweeping through His majesty 
and’ glory. You get beyond all 


His gifts and graces until the 
heart dwells in His heart. And 
when you get there and live 
there the first reaction in the 


soul is a flame of holy love which 
bursts forth in prayerful ador- 
ation. All your knowledge of 
truth and theology, together with 
all your reality and ritual and 
rights will only brig you down 


to Hell unless your heart is 
ablaze and aflame with love to 
Christ. 


True Adoration 

When we say we have Christ, 
we have all. The very highest 
and deepest in spirituality is not 
found, but in the rapt and ador- 
ing and holy communion of love 
with Himself. The affections 
flow out to Him spontaneously 
and continuously. Pity indeed 
that there is such sweetness in 
Him and in communion with Him 
and yet so few tg understand it 
and enjoy it. Forms and cere- 
monies become superflucus when 
we have Him. The heart requires 
no externa] crutches and no cere- 
monial props to help it, for it 
dwells where Christ is. True 
adoration of Him, pure praise of 
Him is the highesc state a soul 
can reach. In that realm there 
is deliverance from al] those 
wandering thoughts which s0 
often go off on their flighty pur- 
suits to other objects and the 
heart adores without distraction. 
The pure in heart shall see God 
and that seeing of Him in His 
being in the vision of the soul is 
the beginning of that adoring of 
Him which brings to the soul 
every holy and heavenly delight., 
Love between the Beloved and 
the lover is all, and there is 
nothing higher, nothing deeper, 
nothing fuller in Heaven or on 
earth than just such adoring wor- 
ship of Christ through the exer- 
cise of prayer. “The 
business,”’ saic Brother Lawrence, 
“does not differ with me from 
the time of prayer, and in the 
noise and clatter of the kitchen 
. « - I possess as preat tranquil- 
ity as if 1 were upon my knees 
at the blessed sacrament.” “With 
Him,” says another of Him, “‘the 
set times were not different to 
other times ... and the greatest 
business did not divert him from 
God.” Such is the adoration of 
the heart, 

Beware of Dry Rot 

And when we have said that— 
that the great thing and the most 
blessed and most magnificent 
thing in prayer is a state of ador- 
ing worship—we have also to say 
this, that im the second degree, 
prayer is a great exercise in in- 
tercession. Nothing is more irk- 
Some and uninviting than prayer | 
without the Spirit; nothing is more 
vital and vitalizing than prayer in 
the Spirit. 1 say prayer, inter- 
cessary prayer, is both irksome 
and impossible without a vision of 
the Father and Son in the soul 
and without the anointing and 
help of the Spirit. We must be- 
ware, my brethren, of dry rot in 
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Dry Eyes and Cold Hearts -- 
Our Curse 


our prayers. Be ar. Elijah in your 
prayers. Pray ir your prayers. 
Use your passions in your prayers. 
We have a long way to go before 
we outrival either Jacob at. the 
Jabbok or Elijah the Tishbite. 
And no man has heart or mind 
even to think of such praying un- 
less that heart and mind of his 
are filled up with the Spirit of 
God. It is the Spirit of God 
alone who gives intensity and in- 
telligence to prayer and to pray- 
ing men, and only the man who 
prays such prayer ever magni- 
fies this magnificent office, and 
only the man who magnifies it 
can become a choice and chosen 
missionary. The way may be 
deep and steeped in streams Of 
tears, but the man who has been 
to Pentecost will surely prevail. 
That accounts for the revival of 
religion God gave David Brainerd 
among the Indians. “Who mak- 
eth'. . . his ministers a flame of 
fire.’ The Holy Ghost must burn 
through us in fervent prayer. “‘In 
that day ... whatsoever ye shall 
ask the Father in my name he 
will give it you.” What day? 
The day the Holy Ghost fills 
to the full the heart and mind of 
the believer. 


2. Steadfast in Faith 


“He wavered not through un- 
belief; but waxed strong through 
faith, giving glory.to God.” That 
type of man and that type of 
faith have almost passed away in 
our day. Living faith is being 
displaced by supposed intellectual 
perception. That is why so many 
of us missionaries are becoming 
more Or less impotent. Now, my 
brethren, there is a_ kind and 
a degree of faith which belongs to 
the Devil and which the Devil 
himself possesses. It gloats over 
the knowledge of God but fails 
to trust Him. Samuel Chadwick 
is right when he says that there 
never was such a display of wis- 
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dom in the Church as in our day 
but never such a lack of truly 
converting power. Men glory in 
their wisdom and miss the moir- 
acles of faith. The mission 
fields of the world are rich with 
buried treasure,, treasure that 
would dazzle the .eyes of western 
civilations, if only it were dug 
by diggers of faith. But where 
are the diggers? Who is fitted 
up’ and furnished with such a 
degree of faith to find the treas. 
ure? Well, if we would be such 
an evangelical preacher there are 
two characteristics of such a life. 
Abandonment 

The first is ABANDONMENT. 
The seeming weakness, yet the 
real strength of faith is that it 
casts us wholly and solely upon 
God. There is a renunciation of 
all things save God alone. It is 
first in the attitude of that faith 
that our hearts are lifted to the 
high places in heavenly spiritual- 
ity, and then it is in the constant 
exercising of that faith that we 
do our exploits for God. Without 
the aim and fervour of such faith 
we are powerless. Missionary 
work is choked with a no-faith- 
at-all sort of faith. It brings no 
blessing. It asks not and _ “°re- 
ceives not. It has not and so 
gives not. It believes not and so 
the gold and silver veins remain 
unmined on mission fields. And 
if there be difficulty in your in- 
terior life and fears for your com- 
ing service, then cut the knots as 
Campbell Morgan says, and aban- 
don. Filing yourself in renuncia- 
tion at the feet of God. Give your 
all for His all. Coynt all things 
as loss and you will soon have 
your religion converted from a 
name to a principle of life. Reck- 
on all your tastes and trifles as 
dross and yov fill soon be filled 
up with a fulness of faith which 
belongeth to Christ. For He will 
come to you and acknowledge you 
and bless you and use you and 
you wil] come to Him and cheer- 
fully and joyfully do all His bless- 
ed will. There will be a great 
detachment and a great enlarge- 
ment in your life forever after,

Co-operation 

The second characteristic of 
faith is CO-OPERATION, The 
Spirit-filled man does his work 
not under the slavish fear of a 
hard master, but in co-operation 
with the Holy Ghost. Before He 
comes and controls, our own nat- 
wral impulses tend to direct our 
activities and all such influences 
are both headless and leaderiess. 
Through natural impulses there- 
may be plenty of form~but -no 
real faith; plenty of zeal.but no 
real authority. We are. not.on 
the mission field to twiddle our 
thumbs. Miracles of. saving 
grace have to be wrought 
through us, and miracles can only 
be wrought in the realm of faith 
where men and missionaries work 
im. co-operation with the Holy 
Ghost. Preaching is powerless 
and prayer is all in vain unless 
we preach and pray with realiz- 
ing faith. Life drifts into the 
eommonplace and service degen- 
erates to a burden unless we be 
made steadfast in faith. 

Militant and Aggressive 

And then again, when faith is 

full, we wil be both militant and 


aggressive. Men of faith hazard 
their lives and do exploits. They 
ge to pits on snowy days and 


beard the lion in his den. The 
Spirit of the Lord indwelling 
the heart, becomes a mighty in- 
terior Warrior, and no man Spirit- 
filled can be tame, timid or lazy.

extent of your knowledge, though 
that is useful; it is not the extent 
of your talents, though that is not 
to be despised; it is your Zeal 
that shall do exploits.

It draws 
its vital force from the continual 
operation of the Holy Ghost in 
the soul.” Now, every sane and 
sensible person will agree with 
Mr. Spurgeon in this. And we 
will remember, before we go any 
further, that such zeal is not en- 
ergetic activity only. It is white- 
hot love inflaming action. Pas- 
sion for souls can end in despair 
unless Christ is travailing with- 
in. Passion for souls unto re- 
demption is the Christ travailing 
in man. And there cagif#ee no 
magnificent ministry; no daring 
adventure, no worthy exploit for 
God witheut His passion, and His 
passion is the fruit of His in- 
dwelling. Christ must master the 
know the  one- 
ial and redeeming mission. That 
is the first thing. 


Love of Christ 

Passion for souls is the love of 
Christ travailing through His min- 
ister,, No man can add anything 
to Calvary but that sacrifice has to 
be told out in tender and telling 
tones: That is why the Holy Ghost 
is given. It is not’ passion alone 
that saves men, mark you! There 
is a glut of passion on the mission 
fields which works through civiliz- 
ing, educational and philanthropic 
channels. You can never find that 
in the New Testament. You never 
find the apostles doing that. In 
the Holy Book passion for souls is 
Christ’s own travail to redeem. No 
human energy can produce that 
agony. When love is perfected the 
heart of the saint breaks for souls. 
The man, like his Lord, groans to 
redeem the fallen sons of men. 
Listen awhile at the heart of Paul. 
Put your ear, my brethren, to the 
bosom of this first-class and most 
noble missionary. Listen quietly! 
Listen reverently! “I say the truth 
in Christ, I lie not, my conscience 
bearing me witness in the Holy 
Ghost, that I have a great heavi- 
ness and a continual sorrow of 
heart, for I would wish that myself 
were accursed from Christ for my 
brethren, my kinsmen according to 
the flesh.” Did you ever talk like 
that, my brethren? Dry eyes and 
cold hearts have been the curse of 
us. Missionary work has been 
cursed over and over again by 
substituting a bank book for a 
bleeding heart. Christ is a Bleed- 
in Sacrifice. Calvary is over but 
Christ’s heart still travails to re- 
deem. He poured out “strong 
crying and tears when on earth,” 
and so did Paul. And our Lord 
owns no other ministry and blesses 
no other work.

tain southeastern state a group of 
preachers met together in a con- 
ference. One of them from a 
northern city preached a sermon 
on “Hubba-Hubba.”

souls during these days together. 
My purpose is — as [I _ prayed, 
as I cried, as I agonized with God, 
for a message to give to you 
my prayer is that God will use me 
as a man wuses.a match to strike 
fire to the heaped-up wood that 
you already have in your 
God grant that a conflagration 
might start and spread wherever 
you go in this nation and to the 
ends of the earth. 


souls. 


Take. then, an outline based on 
this chapter of Scripture. 
First, there is the contention 


of the scoffers. Secondly, there is 
the coming of the Lord. Thirdly, 
there is the continuance for us 


to continue to do in the. name of 
the Lord while we are waiting for 
the appearing of the Son of God. 

I. The Contention of the 

Scoffers 

Travel with me as the Lord 
leads me from one end of this con- 
tinent to the other. Make contact, 
as I have by the very force of 
my humble ministry, with liberals, 
with fundamentahsts, with funda- 
mental liberals, with liberal funda- 
mentalists. I have the good for- 
tune (sometimes I think it is a 
misfortune) of having to review 
scores of books yearly, books pour- 
ing off the religious presses. These 
books would shout an amen to 
the contention of the scoffers here 
in our country and abroad. 

1. The Attitude of Anti-Godism 

With your permission, may I, 
coin.a word about these scoffers. 
There is the attitude of anti-God- 
ism, not the attitude of anti-god- 
liness, but anti-Godism. The Lord 
Jesus Christ has been destroyed. 
The Saviourhood of the Son of 
God is being denied. His sovereign 
rights are ridiculed. He is just 
one more great teacher, according 
to so many of these scoffers. 

Not only have they denied the 
lordship of Jesus Christ, but they 
are also using their penknives on 
the Word of God. They have tak- 
en out of the blessed Book all that 
pertains to old-time religion, re- 
pentance, faith, the new birth. 
Morality is preached instead of re- 
pentance. Even in so-called fun- 
damental circles, instead of faith, 
there is a kind of ideology, exalt- 
ing the manhood, the teaching of 
the Lord Jesus Christ. Some of 
them go so far as to grant Him 
the rights of divinity, treating it 
merely as a historic transaction, 
having absolutely no echo, no feel- 
ing, no responsive attitude in their 
hearts and souls. Instead of the 
new birth, they teach an idealism, 
a psychology, a kind.of Dr. Coue 
proposition, “Day by day in every 
way I am getting better and bet- 
ter.” 

2. Anti-Millennialism 

The second contention of these 
scoffers is anti-millennialism. 
When it comes to a showdown, 
there are just two classes of peo- 
ple in this world on the millenium 


question. Do not let them fool 
you. It is  premillennialism or 
nomillennialism. The postmillen- 


nialists do not preach very much 
about the second coming of the 
Lord Jesus Christ. Jn anti-millen- 
nialism here is what you have, In- 
stead of preaching the gospel as 
the panacea for the needs, for the 


cure, for the salvation of a lost 
| world; instead of preaching the 


Christians, what we Christians are4 


blood for the remission of sins, too 
dreadfully many of our churches 
have gone astray on the social 
gospel question, are giving their 
time to social service, Talk to 
them about it and they will very 
glibly deny it. Nevertheless it is 
true. They are spending their 
thousands to promote the welfare 
of their communities, forgetting the 
lost on their way to Hell around 
about them. Those of us who be- 
lieve that this world is getting 
worse and worse, that the only 
One who can straighten it out is 
the Lord Jesus Christ, that there 
is not much in it, after all, worth 
saving, outside of the souls of men, 
will major on the _ gospel, on 
preaching, on soul winning, will 
sacrifice all that we are and have 
to bring souls to the Redeemer. 
But these others will spend their 
time in P.T.A.’s, in lodges, in civic 
organizations, in running here, 
there and yonder. They haye no 
time to pray, no time for religious 
visitation, no time for witness- 
bearing, no tigge for the tarrying 
for the infilling of the Holy Spirit. 
The tragedy is that so many fol- 
low these blind leaders. They do 


not seem to realize that the thing | 


God expects us all to do in this 
dispensation to call out the 
bride of the Lord Jesus Christ. 
I would to God that all of us had 
the same attitude toward these 
things as did great D. L. Moody 
when he said: “This world is a 


is 


prominent place im the heart and 
im the home, 

What about this situation? Are 
the scoffers right? Are they 
right im their anti-Godism? Are 
they right in their anti-millennial- 
ism? Are they right in their anti- 
evangelism ? 

Ii. The Coming of the Lord 

The second point in this message 
is the coming of the Lord. The 
coming of the Lord is imminent, 
I believe it with all my soul. He 
is coming very, very soon. I] can 
almost hear the jingle of the spurs 
as the angels *burnish them up, 
ready for His use. He is coming 
soon. You have heard this said, 
and it is increasingly true. There 
is no promise, no prophecy of any 
importance in this Book, of any 
weight in this Bible, which was te 
have been fulfilled before the com- 
ing of the Lord Jesus Christ that 
has not been fulfilled already, or 
that is not being fulfilled right 
now. Sooner than most people ex- 
pect, the blessed Son of God 
coming. 

1. The Coming Will Be Sudden 


The coming will be sudden. 
There will be no warning bells. 
Just as He came in Bethlehem’s 


manger on that starry night. even 
so He*is coming again, only this 
time in His glory, in His power, im 
His authority, in His might, in His 
magnificent majesty. However, 
it will be just as sudden as it was

destroying waves before they are 
engulfed in the pit of Hell.” 

3. Scoffers Contend Against 

Bvangelism 

The third thing that scoffers 
contend, may be found in the word 
anti-evangelism. 

But why anti-evangelism ? 
cause of anti-Godism. Because of 


anti-millennialism. The three 
things go together. They are in- 
tertwined. These scoffers§ say, 


“We don't need any evangelism. 
What we neéd is better communi- 
ties, better laws, better 


education. What we need is to 
solve the racial problem, anti-Se- 
mitism, the Negro situation. What 
we need is to see that communism 
and capitalism get along, that the 
A. F. of L. and the C. I. O. do not 
fight with each other.” You would 
be surprised how many books are 
written by preachers, how many 
sermons are preached Sunday 
mornings and Sunday nights in| 
some of the mightiest churches of 
our land, churches that at one 
time were blazing *lighthouses of 
soul-winning impact, to patch up 
the crazy guilt that we have in 
labor ‘disputations, in race diffi- 
culties. 

These are the three contentions 
of the scoffers that we have to 
face as we try to advance the 
interests of the kingdom of God, 
to carry out the commission of | 
the Lord Jesus Christ. There is 
again anti-Godism. The Gideons 
are here. Thank God for them. 
The very first Gentile Bible (if 
you understand my meaning—per- 
haps I ought to say, the very first 
Christian Bible) I ever touched, I 
ever looked into, which started me 
on the road to becoming a Chris- 
tian, was a Gideon Bible in the 
Y. M. C. A. in Kansas City, Mis- 
souri. If it had not been in that 
room that night I might not be a 
Christian now. But if some of 
these beloved Gideons have an 
idea, or if any of the rest of us 
have the thought that because we 
have given out and sold more Bi- 
bles than we have ever given out 
and ever sold before in any genera- 
tion, that therefore there are more 
Bibles being read, studied, prac- 
ticed, you are desperately wrong. 
It is not so. The ignorance of the 
Bible is appalling. 

D. L. Moody said, and every 
evangelist echoes it to this day, 
that at the end of his life it was 
hard to get people interested in 
the Word of God. Holding up his 
Bible in the last meeting he ever 
conducted, in Kansas City, he cried 
out, “There used to be a time 
when if I appealed to the Bible, 
the majority of the congregation 
knew what I was talking about. 
But now if I say something is in 
the Bible, many of you do not even 
understand that I am quoting the 
Word of God.” My heart broke as 
I read those words, as I thought of 
the anguish in the soul of that 
mighty man of God, who in a life-

I want with all 
my heart and all of my soul for 
Jesus Christ to come, yet I cannot 
fully say it and mean every bit of 
mM. I cannot say it. I cannot say 
I want Jesus to come right now 
with all of my heart. [I cannot 
say I want Jesus to come right 
now with all of my soul. There 
are so many unsaved people who 
need Jesus Christ, who may be lost 
at His coming. Yet, in spite of it 
ali, if I could only see Him: if I 
could only kneel at His feet: if J 
could only tell Him face to face 
how much I love Him. But His 
coming again may be the end of 
the dispensation of grace to these 
multiplied, multitudinous millions 
who are on the road to a devil's 
Hell. That is the thought that I 
have like a burning coal in my 
heart, on my mind all the time. 
When He comes again there may 
be no second chance. When He 
comes again there may be no gos- 
pel preached. When He comes 
again the Holy Spirit may be 
withdrawn, Some say He will be 
withdrawn, Some say He will not. 
I do not know. But, there is the 
danger for these unsaved myriads 
at the coming of the Son of God. 


Ill. The Continuance of 
Christians 


The last point of my humble ap- 
peal to you tonight, and God grant 
that the Lord may use it to set 
your hearts on fire, the most im- 
portant point of all, as far as we 
are concerned in this conference, 
is the continuance of the saints, 
the continuance of the Christians. 
8, Should Continue in Holiness 

Peter beseeches us to do three 


I love to think | 


things in the chapter from which 
I read to you a few minutes ago. 
First, we must continue in holi- 
ness. God help us, God help me, 
God help all of us fundamental 
Christians in America, to repent 
of our sins, to confess them hum- 
bly, pleadingly, without hiding a 
single one of them, to God. God 
help us to come again and again 
and yet again under the blood. God 
help us fundamentalists to live vic- 
toriously over sin, to eschew even 
the appearance of evil. You re- 
member the records of the early 
Christians. How the Romans hat- 
ed them! How the Jews despised 
them! How the Greeks laughed 
at them! How they were cruci- 
fied, imprisoned, scourged, their 
property confiscated, their women 
and children ravaged! Oh, the 
fearful terror that was the lot of 
our brothers and siSters in Christ 
in the long ago! But when they 
were sawn asunder, when they 
were thrown to the lions, when 
they were burned at stakes, when 
they were crucified, when the Ro- 
man world ran with their blood 
like a mighty river, people had to 
say about them, “See how these 
Christians live, and see how they 
die.” 

I saw a certain great preacher 
in Los Angeles about three years 
ago. 1 was in a revival there. He 
was in it. During that revival he 
had a stroke. Three of us went 
out to see him He was in bed, 
raging around, wanting to be up, 
to be doing something. We sat 
there and talked to him. He told 
us about his illness, 
| He said he was walking in the 


| parlor towards the door, when 
suddenly the attack struck him. 


He fell to the floor. 
upstairs cleaning up. He could not 
talk. He could not cry for help. 
He did not know what to do. For 
all he knew, this was his last hour. 
After what seemed interminable 
hours, his wife, coming down, 
frightened, pulled him up to a 
couch. The doctor came. He was 
taken upstairs. The doctor ex- 
amined him, then called the wife 
out into the hall. Raising himself 
on his elbow, the preacher called 
out after the doctor: “Come back 
here, doctor! Come back here, 
wife!” 

The doctor and the wife came 
back a bit frightened. They did 
not know what he was going to 
say. Looking at the doctor, who 
happened to be Jew, the preacher 
said, “Doctor, you do not have to 
leave the room. You don’t have to 
tell anything to my wife that you 
cannot tell to me. If I am going 
to be a paralyzed cripple all my 
life, dragging one foot after me, 
talking from the side of my mouth 
as I am doing now, tell me. I will 
hate it, but I can take it. If, how- 
ever, you are going to tell my 
wife that I am going to die, Doc- 
tor, just stick around and see how 
a Christian can die.” 


What is it I am talking about? 
The biggest argument against our 
fundamentalism is the lack of love, 
the lack of real faith, the lack of 
real loyalty among us. The big- 
gest argument against our funda- 
mentalism is that we fundamental 
people are living as though we did 
not know the first thing about 
faith, about love, about the pre- 
cepts of our adorable Redeemer. 
There is just one hope for us. We 
must outlive, outlove, outgive, out- 
shine, outsacrifice all the liberals, 
as well as all the worldlings. 

2. We Should Continue in 
Hope fulness 

Second, not only must there be 
a continuance of holiness, but 
there must also be a continuance 
in hopefulness. I have made up 
gny mind, after some trying days 
in a revival, when the Lord showed 
me again and again how little 
faith I really had, when He gave 
mighty victories in spite of my be- 
numbing fears, that I was never 
again going to sound a sour note. 
God helping me, I am not going 
to do it any more. 

Guarhardt Oncken came to Eu- 
rope to preach the gospel. He was 
arrested and imprisoned and fined 
times without number. Every time 
he was let free he preached again. 
The magistrate before whom he 
was brought time after time final- 
ly lost patience. Standing up, 
leaning over the bench, shaking 
his finger in the face of the 
preacher, he said, “Mr. Oncken, 
you are not going to preach.”

I never shall forget some of the 
incidents during the first year of 
my ministry. When I first started 
out to preach, I would go some- 
where for a revival. Big crowds 
would come. There would be 
few conversions, little power. Peo- 
ple would not pray. I would get 
glum, blue, discouraged, heartsick, 
unhappy. The Lord would send 
some old deacon who did not know 
very much except that he loved 
God and had a lot of faith. That old 
deacon would come up to me and 
say, “Brother Appelman, don’t get 
discouraged. Just keep on preach- 
ing. Just keep right on pouring wa- 
ter into that hole. Pretty soon the 
rats are going to start coming up.” 

Lo and behold, they did run out 
after a while, the rats of Hell. 
They ran from the presence of 
Christ. There is a bare, black, 
bleak world against us. It is get- 
ting worse. It will Keep on get- 
ting worse. But there is still a 
God in the Heavens. His promises 
are still in the Bible. We are still 
His children. If we sow, in ac- 
cordance with His promise, in due

season we shall reap if we faint 
not. The promise still is, “Fear

8. Christians Must Continually 

Make Haste 

Peter cails to our minds a third 
ghing. There must be not only 
holiness, not only hopefulness, but 
also haste. We dare not play. The 


hour is late. Men are dying. We 
are racing against sin, against 
Satan, against death, against ev- 
ery trick and trap that Hell can 
suggest. We are racing for souls, 
the prize. Men, women, children, 
all about us will either be wel- 


comed by Christ in Heaven or be 
forever tormented by the Devil in 


Hell. The times call for haste. We 
must not dillydally around. We 
dare not be at ease in Zion. We 


must not sit around in these con- 


ferences, drinking in until our 
souls are fat and sleek. We musbd 


not sit here and hear this gracious 
choir sing until it seems that we 
can hear the angels echo their 
voices. It is not enough to let the 
tears run. down our cheeks when 
Stratton Shufelt sings about the 
love of God. It is ours to be in- 
spired here in Winona, then to go 
back home, to say to the Devil, “I 


will give you neither rest nor 
peace until God calls me home. I 
will keep on thanking. I will 
keep on praising. I will keep 


on preaching. I will keep on giv- 
ing. I will keep on living. I will 
keep on sacrificing. Devil, I am 
going to give you a run for your 
money.” ) 

We are fighting a bitter fight. 
We are fighting a more bitter 
fight than did our soldiers in the 
last war. We are fighting princi- 
palities and powers. We are fight- 
ing the Devil and all the hosts of 
Hell. The prize is not the freedom 
of our lives here for a few years 
upon this earth; the prize is im- 
mortal souls to reign and rejoice 
with Jesus Christ in Heaven, or to 
be ruined forever in a Devil’s Hell. 
The cry of God to every one of 
us in this conference hour is to 
drink, drink deep: to eat, to eat 
much: to fill our souls, to fill our 
hearts, to fill our minds, to fill our 
lives, then to go out and win as 
many souls as we can, bringing 
them to the feet of our Lord Jesus 
Christ. Here, then, is the call to 
holiness, to hopefulness, to haste. 
May the Holy Spirit of God use 
us to start the conflagration we 
have been talking about, praying 


about, longing for, in. the very 
depths of our hearts, in Jesus’ 
name.

“God Will Provide” 

This was no sudden decision, no 
lightning conviction of a gre&t 
duty. On the contrary, the step 
was decided upon only after ma- 
ture deliberation and a thorough 
his fitness for his chosen 
work. His first ambition had been 
to become a great merchant; now 
this was thrown aside, and when 
at last he bade good-bye to busi- 
ness, he said to one of his firends, 
“I have decided to give to God all 
my time.” “But how are you going 
to live?” asked his friend. Mr. 
Moody replied, “God will provide 
for me, if he wishes me to keep 
on. and I shall keep on until I 
am obliged to stop.” 

There was no unpleasantness in 
of the old business 
connections All his former em- 
ployers spoke in the highest terms 
of Mr. Moody and of his work 
with them. Said Mr. Hill, a mem- 
ber of the last firm for whom he 
worked, “One day not long after 
he left our house I ran across him. 
and I asked him, ‘Moody. what are

you doing?’ ‘I am at work for 
Jesus Christ,” was the reply. At 
first his answer shocked me a 
little, but after I had thought it 


over I decided that it was a fair 
statement of the facts in the case. 
It was true; that was just what 
he was doing, and his work for 
he Lord was as vigorous, as prac- 
tical, as it had always been for 
other employers.” Mr. Hill added 
that Mr. Moody had left the em- 
ploy of his firm in the pleasantest 
circumstances, having retained his 
Christian character unblemished.

Free to Devote His Time to 

His Mission 

It had not been difficult for Mr. 
Moody, during his years of busi- 
ness life, to lay up a considerable 
sum of money out of his salary, 
for his living expenses were very 
light and his frugality a matter 
of record; but a great part of what 
he earned went into his mission 
work. Before leaving the world 
of business he set aside a certain 
sum. Part of this money he in- 
vested, but he saved out $1,000 to 
pay his first year’s expenses. He 
was now happy. Free to devote 
his time to his loved Mission, and 
to the Y.M.C.A. work, which was 
becoming: almost equally dear to 
him, and conscious of .the fact that 
he had in his pocket money to 
enable him to accomplish many of 
his plans, he set out with a light 
heart on his new life. And yet, it 
was not a new life, it was simply 
a ripening of those seeds which 
had been sown back there in his 
uncle’s store in Boston when he 
first gave his heart to the Lord. 

One of the first things he did 
was to invest part of his thousand 
dollars in a small pony. With the 
help of this animal he was able 
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to extend his missionary excursions 
over a much wider area, and to 
accomplish much more than there- 
totore. ‘The sight of Mr. Moody 
m his pony became a familiar one 
in the poor districts of Chicago. 
{t is said that often after a Sun- 
day morning hunt for Sunday 
school recruits, he would be seen 
emerging from some squalid street, 
surrounded by children, some of 
whom had ciambered upon the 
pony with him, while others hung 
Lo the bridle reins or marched 
behind in procession on their way 
Lo the Sunday school. F 
His Means Exhausted 
Meanwhile the thousand dollars 
quickly vanished. It did not prove 
enough to meet half the demands 
which the mission work and vari- 
ous other deeds of charity brought 
upon Mr. Moody. Then the rest 
of his small fortune disappeared, 
and he found himself reduced to 
the proverbial water and a crust. 
One of the few books which he had 
read wag the life of George Muller, 
whose work of faith in England 
had impresseg him so deeply that 
he determined to follow that good 
man’s principle and trust in the 
Lord even for his sustenance. 
When the growth of the Y.M.C.A. 
noon prayer meetings necessitated 
their removal to a large backroom 
in the First Methodist Church 
block, Mr. Moody betook himself 
there, and, though at length 
brought to the necessity of sleep- 
ing On the benches of the prayer 
room and living on crackers and 
cheese, he kept on with his work, 
not even making his’ condition 
known to his friends, who would 
have been glad to help him, All 
this time he was collecting con- 
siderable sums for charitable pur- 


poses, but not one cent did he 
devote to himself. He had de- 
termined to give his faith a 


thorough test.. At times he must 
have felt some faltering, but at 
those times the Lord always gave 
him some reassurance. 

After a time some of his friends 
began to wonder how he was liv- 
ing, and were greatly astonished at 
the result of the investigations. 
Discovering his poverty, they 
insisted upon supplying him with 
the necessifies of life. From this 
time on, trust in God always 
brought Mr. Moody an answer to 
his needs. This does not mean 
that he was never tried, but simply 
that, taking everything into con- 
sideration, he was supplied com- 
fortably, and sometimes even 
bountifully. People who knew him 
came to esteem it a privilege to 
help nim. 

It is of interest here to give Mr. 
Moody’s own narrative of the 
incident which finally influenced 
his decision to leave business for 
Christian work. 


Moody’s Own Narrative 
“I had never lost sight of Jesus 
Christ since the first night I met 
Him in the store in Soston. But 
for years I was only a nominal 
Christian, really believing that I 
coulqd not work for God. No one 
had ever asked me to do anything. 
“I went to Chicago, I hired five 
pews im a church, and used to go 
out on the street .and pick up 
young men and fill these pews. I 
never spoke to those young men 
about their souls; that was the. 
work of the elders, I thought 
(Continued on Page T) . 
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After working for some time like 
that, I started a mission Sabbath 
school. I thought numbers were 
everything, and so I worked for 
numbers. When the attendance 
ran below one _ thousand, it 
troubled me; and when it ran to 
twelve or fifteen hundred, I was 
elated. Still none were converted: 
there was no harvest. Then God 
opened my eyes. 

“There was a class of young 
ladies in the school, who were, 
without exception, the most frivo- 
lous set of girls I ever met. One 
Sunday the teacher was ill, and I 
took that class. They laughed in 
my face, and I felt like opening the 
door and telling them all to get 
out ang never come back. That 
week the teacher of the class came 
into the place where I worked. He 
was pale, and looked very ill. 
‘What is the trouble?’ I asked. ‘I 
have had another hemorrhage of 
my lungs. The doctor says I can- 
not live on Lake Michigan, so I 
am going to New York State. I 
suppose I am going home to die.’ 

“He seemed greatly troubled, 
and when I asked him the reason, 
he replied: ‘Well I have never led 
any Of my Class to Christ. I really 
believe I have done the cirls more 
harm than good.’ I had never 
heard any one talk like that before, 
ang it set me thinking. After a 
while I said: ‘Suppose you go and 
tell them how you feel. I will go 
with you in a carriage, if you want 
to go.’ 


They Sought Salvation 
“He consented, and we started 
out together. It was one of the 
best journeys I ever had on earth. 
We went to the house of one of 
the girls, called for her, and the

teacher talked to her about her 
soul There was no laughing then! 
Tears stood in her eyes before long. 
After he had explained the way 
of life, he suggested that we have 
prayer.
